Special OPA Rules 
For Servicemen 


Servicemen on leave will be able 
to get temporary food rations with­ 
out the forms usually furnished by 
the armed services, the district OPA 
office announced today. 
Effective 
November ll application for ration 
points may, in an emergency, be 
made on forms available at local ra­ 
tion board. 
As a rule a serviceman on leave is 
expected to apply for his temporary 
food rations on a form supplied by 
the armed services, and signed by 
an authorized officer. He should get 
this form at the army post when 
he applies for his leave papers. 
However, where a serviceman does 
not have this signed form when he 
applies to his local ration board for 
points, and cannot get it conven­ 
iently, the board will now permit 
him to use an OPA form instead.

There lies another grave threat 
of a terrible war of races. 
True, 
only two of these controlled states— 
Thailand and Burm a—appear to be 
offering the Jap* whole-hearted sup­ 
port. However, it s a disquieting fact 
that some of the others are giving 
a considerable decree of cooperation 
—unwilling, perhaps, but still coop­ 
eration. 
Two Operations 
What is the answer of the United 
Nations to this menace? 
It seems 
to me that our action must be di­ 
vided Into two operations: (1> The 
defeat of Japan and her supporters 
in this war. and <2» removal of the 
grievances and heartburnings which 
tend to tum the peoples of the Ori­ 
ent away from the Western world, 
and make possible the formation of 
an Asiatic bloc which is built on 
animosity toward the white races. 
In the first place the Jap* must 
be smashed and rendered utterly 
important to make war again. This 
cut* deeper than the surrender and 
disarmament of Nippon, for Japa­ 
nese 
aggression 
comes 
from tile 
malignant growth of militarism. In 
order to get peace this cancer must 
be destroyed. 
Japanese 
militarism 
Iv even a 
greater menace than the Prussian 
brand which is the root of all Ger­ 
manic evil. The Jap militarist* not 
only plot aggression for gain but. 
as we see. they hope to precipitate 
a horror of racial warfare which 
would pit the Orient against white 
civilization. 
Wipe Out Militarists 
I ve been asked how I would deal 
with the Japanese militarists. Well, 
that's a tall order, for I'm neither 
judge nor Jury, nor yet the public 
executioner. However, it seems quite 
clear that the entire militaristic 
bloc. running to large numbers of 
officers, must be put out of circula­ 
tion jxrm anently, 
Of course, there 
arr various methods of removing 
evildoers from society, but the great 
essential is that tile removal shall 
be for all time. 
With that unsavory Job out of the 
way. the Allies will have to embark 
on the task of educating the Japa­ 
nese people into friendly relations 
with the West. That won't be easy. 
Possibly we have a concrete gauge 
of the task right here at home in 
the difficulties which we are encoun­ 
tering with the Japanese disloyalist* 
in California. 
However, many stu­ 
dents of the question feel sure that 
this great work can be done. 
Causes of Distrust 
Meantime 
the 
Western 
powers 
have to remove the causes of dis­ 
trust and misgivings which exist 
even among our Allies in the Orient. 
Probably a bit of self-analysis, to 
see that we ourselves are getting 
off on the right foot, would be in 
order, 
We could have the wrong 
attitude in some things, you know.

ASIDES 
It is the asides of a person’s talk 
and conduct that often give us the 
key to his character. 
The little, 
unnoticed sayings and deeds that 
in themselves seem trivial at the 
time. But they are not trivial. 
A famous writer (Joyce) and a 
famous dramatist (O’Neill) have 
used this device to add color to 
their novels and plays. 
Often in 
a debate the aside remarks of the 
contestants overshadow hours of 
discussion. 
They become as out­ 
standing as that. 
Take, for instance, a person in 
high estate or prominent; great 
care is used to remain dignified 
and to let no word drop that might 
endanger that dignity. But let that 
same person retire to his natural 
self, and there is a different story. 
Watch him and listen to his talk, 
as he plays with his children or 
talks to his dog. or catch his con­ 
versation at some restful game. 
These asides appraise him. 
One’s hobbies may even be classed 
as one’s asides—where naturalness 
and sincerity, or a love of the beau­ 
tiful, or instructive are emphasized. 
They do so much to measure a per­ 
son—especially one who is not in 
the habit of revealing himself to 
any great extent, beyond his asides. 
The remarks that Napoleon casu­ 
ally let drop from time to time are 
the ones that remain the most quot­

One way of being helped out of a 
big hole is to be towed out of a ve­ 
hicular tunnel. 
Hard steering often is merely due 
to the steering gear itself being 
loose where it bolts to the frame. 
An easy way to tell is to watch the 
gear housing when the hood is lifted 
and you have someone tug at the 
wheel. 
A loose housing will then 
move up and down very slightly, but 
noticeably. Cramping is due simply 
to movement of the housing from 
its normal position. 
Replace That Cartridge 
"Is there any risk in not replac­ 
ing an oil filter when it has loaded 
up?” is a question I am often ask­ 
ed. There seems to be an idea that 
a clogged filter cartridge then starts 
to pass dirt and abrasive back into 
the oiling system, with serious con­ 
sequences so far as the engine’s oil­ 
ing system is concerned, In general 
this is not the case at all. since a 
filter is supposed to cease passing 
oil when it clogs. 
Oil then circu­ 
lates the normal way without bene­ 
fit of filtration. 
Recently a series 
of filter cartridges broke down and 
passed their material back into the 
oil system. This was so serious the 
car maker instructed all of its offi­ 
cial service stations to remove the 
filters from cars as quickly as pos­ 
sible. But this was exceptional. In 
general however, it is well to replace 
filters when they fill up, otherwise 
the engine ceases to enjoy the bene­ 
fits of filtration. In some cases the 
water in the bottom of the filter has 
rusted the shell, causing sudden loss 
of oil. 
Believe it or let It pass with the 
scenery, one of your post-war mo­ 
toring problems will be birds. Your 
car of tomorrow is to be capable of 
taking to the air, and as soon as 
this happens you will face the pi­ 
lot’s problem of trying to protect 
the winshield against collision with 
fowl of the air. 
Also closely re­ 
lated will be the problem of fogging 
and icing of the blass, a situation 
which you already know on a small­ 
er scale. 
Can these problems be 
overcome? 
And, if so. how? 
That is a question now faced by 
the aviation industry as consider­ 
ation is given to the possibilities in 
double pane windshields, heated and 
air-conditioned.
